Planning Commis- 
sion to review 
Alcohol service at 
Sidewalk Cafes

BOYNE CITY - Restaurants 
in Boyne City may finally be 
able to serve alcohol “sidewalk 
cafe” style possibly by this 
summer if city officials can 
hammer out an aptly worded 
ordinance to allow it by then. 

The city commission during 
its meeting April 12 voted 
unanimously in favor of au- 
thorizing the city planning 
commission to review the city's 
existing alcohol service ordi- 
nance and make recommenda- 
tions for an amendment that 
would allow “sidewalk cafes” 
to serve alcoholic beverages. 

City manager Michael Cain 
said while the city already al- 
lows restaurants to set up ta- 
bles outside, they have not 
been allowed to serve alcohol 
at the sidewalk tables. 

Cain said city officials have 
been researching whether 
“sidewalk cafe” alcohol service 
would be a welcome addition 
to what area restaurants al- 
ready have to offer and how to 
formulate its provision for 
about three years. 

Local restaurant owners and 
community members have 
reached out to city commis- 
sioners and other officials in 
that time and asked them to 
consider implementing such 
an ordinance and expressing 
support. 

But city commissioner Ron 
Grunch said while he overall 
favors adopting an amendment 
to allow alcohol to be served 
sidewalk cafe style, he said he 
would not vote to approve it if 
it did not include language pro- 
hibiting such service during

guilty to robbing less than two 
years earlier. 

According to a press release from 
Charlevoix County Prosecuting At- 
torney Allen Telgenhof, Dennis 
Robert McKee, 21, of Charlevoix has 
been ordered to serve a 36-120 
month-long sentence for his convic- 
tion by plea agreement to larceny 
from a person. 

Telgenhof said McKee confessed 
to using a CO2 powered revolver to 
rob the Charlevoix EZ Mart on De- 
cember 14, 2014 and making off with 


about $350. 

McKee and a co-defendant, 
Matthew Denise, had already 
pleaded guilty to robbing the same 
EZ Mart on March 26, 2013. McKee 
received a 36-120 month sentence 
for that robbery last August. Denise 
was sentenced last October and is 
serving up to two years in prison for 
his part in that robbery. 

Telgenhof said McKee is to serve 
both his sentences concurrently at 
the Carson City Correctional Facil- 
ity.

BOYNE CITY - The old saying, 
“when one door closes, another 


one opens,” could easily apply 
to three downtown Boyne City

mouth and from reviews posted 


on social media sites. 

But despite the restaurant's 
initial success, Baumann said 
that Warner, who could not be 
reached for comment, was for

But while those two 
businesses turned over a 
closed sign, a new busi- 
ness-a bakery-opened just 
a block up the street. 

Don and Nancy Hunter 
recently rolled out the 
welcome mat at The 
Boyne City Bakery at 110 
South Lake Street in the 
newly-remodeled building 
that for years was home to 
Johan's baked goods re- 
sale shop. The building is 
owned by Becky Harris 
and Tom Greetis. 

Opened just a few weeks 
ago, the Boyne City Bak- 
ery features all kinds of 
baked goods, from breads, 
turnovers and croissants 
to scones and a variety of 
gluten-free items, most all 
under the direction of 45- 
year-old French baker 
Gildas Berrou. 

Born and having lived 
much of his life in Brit- 
tany, France, Berrou 
moved permanently to 
northern Michigan after 
meeting and later marry- 
ing his now wife of 18 
years, wife, Tara Ostrum- 


Berrou, who is originally 
from Indian River, Michi- 
gan. The couple now lives 
in Charlevoix with their 
two children, Kilian, age 
10, and five-year-old 
Solenn. 

Some years ago, the cou- 
ple became involved as 
vendors selling baked 
goods and other items in 
farmer's markets in Boyne 
City and Charlevoix and 
Gildas soon garnered a 
loyal following for his au- 
thentic Breton crepes. 

While working the 
farmer's market circuit, 
the Berrouses soon met 
fellow vendors Don and 
Nancy Hunter, and it was- 
n't long before the two cou- 
ples collaborated to bring 
their culinary talents and 
passions together and 
open a year-round bakery. 

Berrou said they de- 
cided the location at 110 
Lake Street in downtown 
Boyne City would be a per- 
fect place to feature the 
“American meets French” 
fusion style of baked 
goods they planned to 
offer. Not only had the site 
functioned successfully 
for years as a resale shop 
for the local Johan's bak- 
ery, but it is situated in the 
heart of Boyne City's up 
and coming, busy down- 
town district, Berrou 
noted.

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labeled that they weren't 
baked that day, he said. 

The bakery also serves 
specialty sandwiches for 
breakfast and lunch as 
well as soups and quiches- 
all made in-house. Coffee 
and a variety of Michigan 
bottled sodas along with 
Lorina sparkling imported 
French lemonade are also 
offered. 

While Berrou has al- 
ready become well-known 
among many in the area 
for his bon cuisine crepes, 
he said he wants to make 
sure the Boyne City Bak- 
ery doesn't become known 
just for those. 

“We don't want to be- 
come known a crepe shop. 
The crepes are special and 
we want them to stay spe- 
cial,” he said, noting that's 
why his Breton crepes will 
only be available at the 
bakery on Sundays and 
special occasions. 

Berrou said it's hard to 
say which of his crepes is 
most popular, however, as 
the menu of both sweet 
and savory types he has of- 
fered has consistently 
seemed to please even the 
most discerning customer. 

A favorite is a sweet 
crepe filled with fresh 
strawberries and Nutella 
spread. 

The apple crepes driz- 
zled with caramel made 
from scratch at the bakery 
are a personal favorite of 
Berrou's sister-in-law, Siiri 
Ostrum-Pfalzer, who re- 
cently moved to 
Charlevoix from Chicago 
so she could also help out 


at the bakery. 

“It's phenomenal-just 
out of this world,” she said 
of the hand-crafted 
caramel. 

While his crepes have 
clearly garnered rave re- 
views from his past cus- 
tomers in other local 
venues, Berrou said he 
won't be making them at 
the Boyne City Bakery 
probably until sometime 
in May, at least until the 
weather warms and more 
people are around to savor 
the bakery's special 
French treat. 

In the meantime, area 
residents are clearly get- 
ting wind of the delightful 
smells of fresh-baked 
breads and sweets emanat- 
ing from the bakery's 
storefront on Lake Street. 

“We've only been open 
three weeks or so, and al- 
ready we've had a really, 
really good response from 
the town,” Berrou said, 
“It's going to be a great 
summer.” 

The Boyne City Bakery 
is currently open Monday 
through Friday 7am until 
3pm and Saturdays and 
Sundays from 8am until 
3pm. Summer hours will 
be expanded and hoped to 
include open time until 
9pm on Fridays during 
Boyne City's summer 
“Stroll the Streets” series.

“They're coming for- 
ward and saying this will benefit 
their businesses,” he said. 

In light of the steady growth 
and development that Boyne 
City has experienced the past 
few years, Conklin said it's criti- 
cal to craft ordinances that won't 
overly restrict businesses from 
evolving. 


With downtown Boyne City 
growing more popular every 
year with its steady addition of 
restaurants, shops and unique, 
family-friendly events like 
“Stroll the Streets”, Conklin said 
creating a new provision for 
businesses to offer its customers 
this summer would be a win-win 
for everyone. “There's going to 
be a vibe,” Conklin said of what 
looks to be a promising summer 
in downtown Boyne City, “SoI 
think it's really important we 
give this (ordinance amendment) 
atry.”

The Pied Piper Skatery at Walloon Lake

The rustic log building near the 
junction of M-75 North and U.S. 
131 in the Village of Walloon Lake 
has for generations been a place 
where countless knew they could 
always come to kick up their heels 
and have a great time with family 
and friends. No matter if their 
heels had wheels or were high 
ones to dance with, the iconic, 
shiny wooden floor inside the 
building has weathered ballroom 
dancers and roller skaters alike 
since it was first built and sounds 
of the Big Band Era filled the air 
some 80 years ago. And the wheels 
are still rolling and fun times still 
being had inside its doors today. 

Back in 1935 local residents Ray 
and Addie March decided the area 
could use a place to dance, so they 
built the rustic log structure along 
M-75 and named it The March Inn 
Dance Pavillion. Logs used to con- 
struct the dance hall were har- 
vested from forests in the Walloon 
Lake area and the 50 foot-long, 
clear span logs used for roof 
trusses were cut from virgin pine 
forest in Indian River and hauled 
through Petoskey to the site in 
Walloon Lake Village. Once in- 
stalled, the expansive, shiny wood 
dance floor was lauded as“the 
finest floor in the largest rustic 
building in northern Michigan.” 

Like most other ballrooms of its 
kind during the Big Band Era, The 
March Inn Dance Pavillion dou-

cided to buy the building and get it 
rolling once again. 

“She wanted to bring it back to 
life but keep it true to its roots,” 
Dykstra said. And that she did. 

The Pied Piper's interior is 
cheerfully painted and welcoming; 
the well-worn patina of the 
wooden floor rink as warm and 
inviting as always, framed by tiny 
blue lights strung high above from 
the ceiling's heavy wood beam 
rafters. A disco ball hangs ready to 
break into action at the nod of a 
DJ, playing music to skate by ona 
state-of-the-art sound system. 

Skates-the “old school” four- 
wheeled kind-are available to rent 
and included in the ticket price.

CHARLEVOIX - It most cer- 
tainly won't be her maiden voyage 
across the Narrows along the 
South Arm of Lake Charlevoix- 
not by a long shot. In fact, when 
the Ironton Ferry launches on 
April 15 for its first trip this year, 
it will also be embarking upon its 
90th season helping travelers nav- 
igate the shortest route between 
Charlevoix and Boyne City. 

And since officials in 
Charlevoix County don't want to 
let the ferry's 90th anniversary go 
unnoticed, they have made plans 
to honor its service and historical 
significance by lowering ferry 
fares, offering a special “commu- 
nity appreciation” rate through 
April, setting up new signage and 
hosting a community celebration 
to showcase the ship. 

The Ironton Ferry Board met 
early this week and approved a 
measures to lower seasonal and 
daily ferry rates this year. The 
ferry runs daily from mid-April 
until the day before Thanksgiv- 
ing. The regular fare has been re- 
duced from $3.25 to $3.00 per 
vehicle, to $1.00 for bike riders 
and 50 cents for walkers. A 20 ride 
book will cost $40. Tickets can be 
purchased at the ferry dock, 
which is located just off M-66

The ferry board also approved 
lowering the ferry fare to $1 per 
vehicle throughout the month of 
April.

April fare is a token of apprecia- 
tion for the support the commu- 
nity has shown for the ferry since 
it was damaged by fire last Octo- 
ber. “This is our thanks for your 
patience as we waited for the Ves- 
sel Charlevoix, aka the Ironton 
Ferry, to be repaired so it's ready 
for this season,” Ferguson said, 
noting the fire resulted in the 
ferry service being suspended 
some weeks earlier than sched- 
uled last year. 

County officials will host a com- 
munity celebration at the ferry 


dock at 10:30am Monday, May 16 
to toast the ferry's recent repairs 
and its 90th anniversary this year. 

Also to be honored during the 
event will be long-time Ironton 
resident Captain Helen Dillon, 
who has captained the Ironton 
Ferry for the past 26 years and 
was at its helm when the fire 
broke out last fall. 

Ironton Ferry Captain Rob 
Goodenough said Dillon, who has 
worked as one of the ferry's cap- 
tains for the past 26 years, will be 
praised for her bravery and 
quick-thinking in getting the 
ferry back to dock and all its vehi- 
cles and passengers off to safety 
once the fire broke out. 

Goodenough noted the situation 
had been doubly dire since the 
ferry had taken on about 500 gal- 
lons of marine diesel fuel the day 
before and it was stored directly 
beneath the vehicle that caught 
fire. 

“Tt was good we had someone as 
experienced as her (Dillon) on 
board. She followed all the proce- 
dures and got all the people and 
everything away from the fire. 
She did everything properly,” 
Goodenough said. 

Also invited to the celebration 
are descendants of one of the 
original Ironton Ferry captains, 
Sam Alexander, who started off as 


captain the wood ferry back in 
1899 and became the very first one 
to captain the steel “Vessel 
Charlevoix”. While ferry service 
had been offered across the nar- 
rows since the 1870s, the current 
steel vessel wasn't built and towed 
to Ironton until 1926. Alexander 
continued as captain until he re- 
tired in 1942. 

In the 90 years since it has been 
in service at Ironton, the 50 foot- 
long, 30-foot-wide, four-car ferry 
has taken countless passengers 
and their vehicles across the nar- 
rows. While it takes only about 
five minutes to motor the 610 foot- 
long distance across the water, 
the ferry ride shortens the trip by 
road around Lake Charlevoix 
from Ironton to Boyne City by 
about 20 miles. 

Captain Goodenough said he's 
hoping the upcoming celebration 
that's planned to honor the Iron- 
ton Ferry will not only give people 
a chance to salute the service it 
has so long provided, but also 
help them understand and appre- 
ciate its historical significance. 
“Tt's more than just a boat that 
takes people and their cars back 
and forth across the water,” said 
Goodenough, “It's a floating mu- 
seum piece and should be re- 
spected as such.”
